22    WHEREAS,  Mr.  Friedman  is  admired and respected by all who

23    meet him; he is an active member of the  Anshe  Sholom  B'nai

24    Israel  Synagogue  in  Lakeview  and frequently leads morning

25    services; he awes everyone with his incredible wit and  sense

26    of  humor, his stories, his unmatched vitality and vigor, and

27    his knowledge of fine scotches; and

28        WHEREAS, George Joseph Friedman married  the  late  Edith

29    Schwartz  in her home in Chicago, Illinois, on June 13, 1926;
